For God, who re- 
quires Reverence and Obedience at our hands, 
will in recompence beſtow the ſignalleſt fa- 
| vours on that People where his Holy Religion 
is moſt and beſt perform'd, having declard in 
Sem. a. his Oracles, He that honoureth me, him will J ho- 
nou. And therefore a right Exerciſe of Reli- 
gion, practis d and countenanc'd by thoſe in 
high Authority, and ſolemnly perform'd by 
thoſe in a lower Sphere, is the beſt Expedient 
to derive Heavens favour on a Civil Conſtitu- 
| tion; and upon this Bottom, as on a Rock, 
| a Nation's Proſperity is ſo fix d, as not to be 
moved by the Storms and Aſſaults of any 
| outward, or even inward Force beating againſt

Now, that we ſerve the Lord in this Beauty 
of Holineſs, and Purity of Worſhip, the Teſti-

which is his Body, ſufficiently declare in our be- 
half: For without either the Exceſs or Defect 
Phil.

The next Happineſs of a State is a Pious 
Governour, who, going [wholly upon the 
Principle of Virtue, has a careful and tender 
regard for the Good and Liberties of Subjects ; 
dealing with the People, as God, whom ſuch 
repreſent, does with his Creatures, and by ex- 
hibiting acts of Mercy, Mildneſs and Benef:- 
cence, 1 a Nurſing Mother to the whole 
Community; and thereby gets a ſort of title 
to the kind Smiles and Indulgences of Heaven, 
ſuch as we this day rejoyce in. 

For when Piety and Juſtice fit on the 
Throne, the height and blaze of the Example, 
like Lights from an Eminence, caſt a Luſtre 
and Influence upon the whole, and the Sub— 
jets by ſeeing the good works glorifie their father 
which is in heaven; which univerſal encreaſe of 
Godlineſs purchaſes Gods Bleſſing upon a Na- 
tions affairs; nay, the World is not without 
both Antient and Modern Inſtances, wherein 
the particular goodneſs of its Soveraign has 
engag d Gods Providence and Favour; as on 
the other hand, a Monarchs Crimes draw 
down an heavy load of Gods diſpleaſure en 
the whole body of a State, and the ſtroke of 
Juſtice, ſo long ſuſpended for wiſe ends of

Providence, compenſates its delay by che 


weightineſs of the Blow; for the Vengeance 


due ro Treachery, Bloodſhed, Rapine and In- 


juſtice, however flow in its Paces, and late in 
its Arrival, yet comes ſure, attended with no 
leſs than aſtoniſhing Diſaſters, general Rou:s, 
diſpirited Armies, degraded Princes, and No— 
bles in Links of Iron; God, by whom Kings reign, 
keeps a more ſtrict Eye upon the behaviour of 
Crowned Heads; becauſe by virtue of their 
divine Character, and as ſhining with Reflexi- 
ons of his glorious Majeſty, they bear a near 
relation to him; and the legal or illegal Uſe of 
their Power, brings down either che Vials of 
Gods Wrath, or the Plenteouſneſs of his Lo- 
ving Kindneſs to the State; ſo that, as the In- 
tereſt of a King and his People are inſeparably 
interwoven, the good or ill condition of a 
Kingdom very often turns on the Merits or 
Demerits of its Prince. And therefore happy, 
thrice happy is that Land, where Rightcoulneſs 
and Truth flouriſh, and reign together with 
the Royal Preſerver and Pattern of both, where 
a full Enjoyment of Liberty and Property, the 
effects of ſuch a Covernment, compleat the 
Happineſs of the whole; for whilſt Virtue and 
Equity {way the Scepter, Slavery and Oppreſſi- 


on keep at a diſtance, thoſe being the mon- 


ſtrous,

ſtrous, but true Products of only Tyrannical 
Forms. 
Let us add to this, that publick Meaſures 
and Counſels go ſteadier and ſmoother under 
the Guidance of Piety and Moderation; whilſt 
| the Thoughts of the Wicked are as a troubled Sea, 
rofling them to and fro with an unuſual Per- 
plexity and Diſtraction in their Affairs. 

The next Happineſs of a People conſiſts in 
its ſucceſs in War, and indeed this gives the fi- 
niſhing Stroke to the whole : For whereas a Na- 
tion, when compell d, in defence of its Religi- 
on, Liberty and Trade, to have recourſe to 
Arms, opens all its Veins of Blood and Trea- 
ſure co purſue vigorous efforts againſt en- 
croaching Power, the Proſperity of the State 
depends upon that of its Wars; and therefore 
when happy Events, glorious Victories, ſurpri- 
zing Deliverances, and a continual Bleſſing up- 
on the Juſtneſs of the Cauſe crown the Hearti- 
neſs of its Aſſerters endeavours, and the Bravery 
of their Arms, O! How Gracious is - their God, 
and : how happy are the People, that are in ſuch a 
Caſe. 

Laſtly, To top theſe Bleſſings the Heavenly 
Gift of Plenty and Quiet at home is alſo a ve- 
ry requiſite and eſſential part of a Kingdoms 
Weltare. For if whillt it is waſting its Sinews
